A silver Star for gallantry in 
action has been awarded Lieuten­ 
ant A. Ross Alkire, Jr., son of 
Mr. and Mrs. A. Ross Alkire, Mt. i 
Sterling. It was awarded last week

Hospital, ! 
Great Lakes, IIL. where he is being 
treated for wounds and partial 
blindness incurred on Leyte. His 
gallantry In action wth the U. 8. I 
Marines in the Philippines last No- j 
vember won him tile award. 
Lieut Alkire, whose father is a 
member of the board of trustees 
of Ohio University, Athens, served 
as aerial observer with a Marine I 
Corp* 155 mm howitzer battalion i 
and was in an unarmed plane 
when it was attacked by three j 
enemy pursuit ships. 
His 
citation 
said: 
“ Although 
painfully wounded and partially I 
blinded at the first onslaught of 
the enemy, and continually h arass­ 
ed by the sustained attack of the 
three enemy ships, 'Lieut. Alkire 
continued with his observations, 
making constant 
corrective 
re­ 
ports by radio. 
“ He directed the fire of his ar­ 
tillery unit to the target until 
the radio installations in his plane 


were destroyed by gunfire and the 
plane totally disabled. Lieut. Al­ 
kin'’n courage enabled his unit 
successfully to complete the fire 
mission assigned to it.” 
Lieut. Alkire entered the Marine 
Corps on March 6, 1942, and saw 
action at Taraw a as well as at 
Leyte during 20 months overseas.
